Court to decide if 
hospital strike 
is legal 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Health Ministry representatives 
are expected to claim today before 
the Jerusalem Labour Court that 
the planned strike by 12,000 govern- 
ment hospital workers is illegal 
because the workers did not declare 
a labour dispute 14 days before 
striking, as required by law. 

The workers had planned to 
strike yesterday morning over the 
dismissal of 600 temporary workers 
who, the ministry said, had been 
hired to answer a seasonal need. 

However, the National Labour 
Court late Sunday night issued a 48- 
hour injunction against the strike on 
the grounds that it would endanger 
human bie. At the same time the 
court forbade the Health Ministry 
to fire any more workers pending 
today's hearing. . we 

Admitting the dispute had not, 
been declared officially, union 
leader Ronnie Shalem said that 
numerous letters and telegrams 
were sent to the Health Ministry, 
warning-it' of severe consequences if 
the ministry continted td refuse ‘te’ 
disctss ‘the firing ‘of workers.

In what is swiftly becoming a 
PLO test case, the entice- 
ment of a group of Seattle 
clergymen to Lebanon, all expenses 
paid, has sparked a bitter con- 
troversy between the two camps. 

The controversy has also created 

- tensions between the Jewish com- 

munity and the liberal Protestants in 
Seattle, and weakened the already 
deteriorating relations between the 
two groups. But at the same time it 
has improved the ties with the fun- 
damentalist church groups, whose 
support for Israel has grown in re- 
cent years.: 

The “Seattle controversy” should 
not be seen.as an isolated 
phenomenon but as part of the com-, 
plicated relationship that has been . 
developing between Israel and the 
American Jewish community and 
the two. major American church 


groups. 

On the left are the liberal Protes- 
tant churches, which constitute the 
backbone of the National Council 
of Churches of Christ in the U.S. 
(NCC), a long-time ally of the 
American Jewish community on 
most domestic issues but a “Third 
Worldist” group when it comes to 
foreign policy 5 ὃ 5 

The liberal Protestant churches, 
which represent about 32 .million 
constituents and include among 
others Presbyterians, Episcopalians 
and United Methodists, were the 
first to inchide. studies on anti- 

-Semitism in their religious text- 
books during the '40s and "505. 
They vocated separation of Church 
and State and encouraged political 
justice for minority groups — posi- 
tions ‘shared by most Jews in 
America. During the '60s Jews and 
liberal Protestants found themselves ἡ 
allied ia the civil rights struggle in 
the South and in the anti-Vietaam 
War movement. ᾿ ϑ 

However, even in -that period 
American Jews noticed disturbing 
signs when it came to the attitude 
towards the Jewish state. Thus, on 
the eve of the 1967 war, the NCC 
refused to issue a statement in sup- 
port of Israel. ᾿ 

In the late "60s, a ‘‘Third 
Worldist’ or ‘‘liberationist” 
ideology began to gain strength 
among the leadership of some of the. 
liberal Protestant churches. 
“Liberationist™ activists in the 
American, churches. and 


.Genevacbased international federa-t * 


tion of liberal Protestant churches) 
began to champion the cause of 
Third World countries and 
“national liberation movements.” 
Not surprisingly, they perceived 
Israel as a ‘‘racist’’ and 
“imperialist” state. : 

Another important development 
was the influence in the NCC of the 
Arab churches, such as the An- 
tiochian Orthodox Archdiocese of 
North America and the Syrian 
Church of Antioch, both controlled 
by pro-Syrian Arab clergymen. 

This reflected the traditional in- 
volvement of liberal Protestant 
churches in philanthropy and mis- 
sionary activity in the Arab world, 
which ted to the emergence of a 
large professional group sym- 
pathetic to Arab views and occupy- 
ing central positions in the Middle 
Eastern departments of several 
denominations. 

The general pro- Arab tilt of the 
NCC became clear in 1980 when, 
following a fact-finding trip to the 
Middle East, the Protestant leaders 
passed a resolution calling for 
negotiations between Israel and the 
PLO. io 


At the same time, the American 
Jewish leadership was confronted 
with a new fundamentalist Christian 
power propagating a politically 
right-wing evangelism, which sup- 
ports Israel unconditionally but 
whose views on domestic issues are

THE SEATTLE Controversy 
erupted two months ago, when Eric 
Nalder, a reporter for the Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer revealed that.the 
PLO, through two front organiza- 
tions — the Beirvt-based “'Palestine 
Research Centre” and “Institute for 
Palestinian Studies” — was spon- 
soring a week-long tour of Lebanon 
for six Seattle clergymen. ᾿ 
The trip was arranged by two 
American citizens born in the Mid- 
dle East: Fawzi Khoury, a Lebanese 
Christian who runs the Middle- 
Eastern |ibrary at the University of 
Washington; and Farhat Ziadeh, a 
Palestinian from the West Bank 
who is now chairman of the same 
university's department of Near 
Eastern languages and literature. 
Although both claimed to know 
nothing about a “PLO con- 
nection,” they admitted that the air- 
line tickets for the group were 


provided by the two PLO- 


Protestant group, confirmed that 

they knew the trip was PLO- 
ponsored, but had no persona! or 

political objections to this. 

“I hope to gain a better under- 
standing of the.conflict in that part 
of the world as seen from all points 
of view,” said one of them. 

Rev, Rodney Romney, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church in Seattle, 
in a column he wrote for the 
church’s journal, argued that, “it 
is understandable that the Palesti- 
nians would despise Zionism, 
[which] evicted them from their 
homeland and “usurped their rights.” 

Another member of the group, 
Rev. William Cate, head of the 
Church Council of Greater Seattle, 
said that “just because we are going 
to listen to them doesn’t mean we 
are going to endorse the PLO.” He 
added that the American Jewish 
committee (AJC) picked up part of 
the tab for the trip he took to the 
Middle East five years ago. | 

The Seattle-based Journal 
American stated in an editorial that 
if American Jewish organizations 
were going to “offer free trips to 
opinion makers, then they have lit- 
tle basis for complaint when the 
PLO does the same thing.”

THE FIVE clergymen returned 
from the trip with praise for the 
PLO, telling reporters that they 
were “touched” by what they 
learned during their meetings with 
Palestinian orphans, 
hospital workers and soldiers in 
Lebanon, and by their visits to 
Palestinian refugee camps in 
Southern Lebanon. ὁ 

“I feel a strong sense of commit- 
ment to work in any way I can for 
the cause of justice for the Palesti- 
nian people,” said Romney of the 
First Baptist Church, who before 
leaving for Lebanon had invited 
Rabbi James Mirel of temple De 
Hirsch in Seattle to address his con- 


Bregation during 2 Sunday morning 
service. 

Romney also said that the pistol- 
packing Arafat impressed him as “a 
magnetic leader with an electrifying 
personality,” adding: “1 can‘ think 
of any time I've met anyone so com- 
pletely dedicated to a cause.” 

Rev. William Cate, the leader of 
the group, said that at a dinner in “a 
large building somewhere in 
Beirut,” Arafat was “open, con- 
genial, and spoke frankly in excel- 
lent English of his hopes and aspira- 
tions for his people.” 

Cate stressed that this trip con- 
vinced him that “peace will not 
come to the area until the Palesti- 
nian people feel that they have 
received justice” and that “the PLO 
is the legitimate political represen- 
tative of the Palestinian peopic.” 
The trip, he said, confirmed his 
suspicions that the American media 
isn’t telling the whole story of the 
Middle East war: “We have seen 
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the other side of the story.” 

Rev. Glenn, another participant 
in the trip, said that his principal 
impression of Arafat was that “here 
Was ἃ man who seems almost empty 
of the arrogance, the power, that 
characterizes so many leaders.” 

He said that the Palestian leader 
“didn’t talk about driving the 
Israelis into the sca. He talked 
about a negotiated settlement, 
because he realized Israel's military 
power.” 


THE TRIP could have turned into a 
major PLO victory had it not been 
for a group of Evangelical ministers 
who put all their political weight 
behind a counter, pro-isracli cam- 
paign initiated by the Seattle Jewish 
community.

The 
Sacremento-based_Tav,, the last let- 
ter of the Hebrew alphabet, sym- 
bolizes the end of the world:) At the 
conference they described the PLO 
as “the world’s most ruthless ter- 
rorist band,” and blasted the liberal 
ministers for using PLO money for 
the trip. 

“We want the Seattle general 
area to understand that these five 
Christian ministers do not represent 
the Seattle area churches,” said

The ad stated, in part: 

“We Evangelical Christians do 
not gondemn the trip itself. Certain- 
ly the clergymen can jostifiably lay 
claim to a right and perhaps even a 
moral obligation to independently 
ascertain the veracity of the ac- 
cusations... However, we find un- 
conscionable the use of the PLO 
funds... We deeply regret the ob- 
vious imputation of Christian 
legitimacy to one of the world’s 
most ruthless and unprincipled ter- 
rorist bands. We protest against an 
almost complete lack of discretion, 
a crude insensitivity which joined 
the name of the Prince of Peace to 
brutality, cowardice and implacable 
cruelty.” 

The Seattle Jewish leacers were 
encouraged by the reaction from 


‘the Evangelical group, whose 


enthusiastic suppon., in the words of 
Robbe Bridge, “demonstrated once 
again that the Jewish community 
and the State of Israel have many 
friends among Christians." 

As the Seattle Times noted in a 
follow-up article, the relationship 
between liberal Protestants and the 
Jews in Seattle “will be strained and 
nervous for a long, long time.”

— The stock 
market and the pound sterling fell 
yesterday as the Falkland Islands 
crisis upset London financial 
markets, while gold rose in nervous 
trading. 

The resignation of Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington in- 
creased the worries in the markets, 
already concerned about the future 
of the British government and the 
spreading crisis caused by the dis- 
pute with Argentina. - : 

Sterling dropped almost two 
cents, to $1.77, in early trading, then 
recovered, but fell again on news of 
the resignation, to trade at $1.7723 
by early afternoon. It was also 
slightly weaker against continental 
currencies. ; 

On the stock exchange, The 
Financial Times index of leading 
shares plunged 14.7 points, to 556.3, 
and government bonds also fell as 
Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's government sent a large 
naval force to the South Atlantic.

TEL AVIV — Ben-Gurion Airport 
is the second-most-expensive in the 
world in terms of government taxes 
on airlines using it, ἃ survey of 93 
irports showed. The study was 
made by Swissair, which compared 
the taxes that airport authorities im- 

pose at all the cities it flies to. 
Tokyo’s Narita Airport is the 
most expensive, charging close to 


$2,900 per plane. The Israel Airport - 


Authority charges $2,390, while the 
average tax at the 93 airports is only 
$812, the study showed. 

These taxes are collected to cover 
security, navigation fees, control 
tower services and parking fees. 

When the costs of food, cargo 
handling, repairs and other noa- 
governmental services are com- 
piled, Ben-Gurion becomes the 
third-most expensive airport, after 
Tokyo and New York, 

Each landing here costs Swissair 
$6,600, compared: with an average 
world-wide cost of $2,500. These 
costs do not include the $10 airport 
tax passengers pay, . 


Alex Ackermann, Swissgir's 
manager for Israel, estimated that 
his company pays S45 per pas- 
senger, which is [4 per cent of the 
cheapest air fare to Switzerland. 
“This is killing us," he said. 

He rejected the authorities ex- 
planations that the tax was high to 
pay for the elaborate security ar. 
rangements. “All. over the world. 
se hasscate = a not clients — 
pay tor security,” he argued. 

- Nevertheless, in 1981, Swissair 
had managed ἃ modest SFR500,000

ly service to Israel, reversing a small

The change for the better was 
partly because. each flight carried 
five more passengers than in 1980, 
Swissair reported. 

Ackermann explained that in 
1980 only 53.3 per cent of the seats 
were taken, while the break-even 
figure is 53.5 per cent oceupancy. In 
1981, the break-even point rose to 
55.3 per cent, but the load factor 
rose to 55.7 per cent. Fo end up in 
the black Swissair also kept a tighter 
control on its costs here.
